gress on iRevenue Bill 


Washington, June 16.—The submis- 


sion of a constitutional 
amendment 


legalizing the imposition of a tax on 
incomes and the levying of a tax on 
the net earnings oE all corporations is 
the dual programme which has been 
irrevocably 
approved by 
President 


Taft, Senator Aldrich and the stal- 
wart Republican leaders of the Sen- 
ate. 


The president will send a special 


message to Congress today urging the 
laying of a tax on the net earnings 
of corporations and the passage of a 
joint resolution providing for the sub- 
mission of an income tax amendment 
to the Constitution for ratification by 
the state legislatures. 


The special message will be com- 


paratively brief, dealing only o with 
the two points involved. The presi- 
dent will set, forth his views regard- 
ing the taxing' of corporation earn- 


most satisfactory and feasible 
plan 


for raising additional revenue.

Boston, June 16.—The formation ol 


what is believed to be the largest 
commercial organization. In the coun- 
try was completed when the old Mer- 
.chants' association, Chamber of Com- 
merce, Board of Trade and a number 
of special business associations united 
as the New Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce, with a membership of 3000 
and an income of $100,000 a year. 


Its objects are "to ' promote 
the 


commerce, industry and "public in- 
terests of Boston and :Ne-w England." 
New by-laws were adopted by the 
general meeting of the leading busi- 
ness and. professional men. The 
twenty-five 
directors 
elected meet 


today for the election of officers for 
the first.year. 


The union of three leading bodies 


Is locally regarded:as a notable appre- 
ciation of the co-operative spirit, as 
Boston has "heretofore had numerous 
independent and unrelated 
organiza- 


tions. 
The proposal to unite them 


was instituted a year ago, when 200 
business men contributed a sustain- 
ing fund of'?100,000. 
In addition to 


this sum, the merchants have invest- 
ed in property valued at $500,000 and 
have raised other sums for special 
purposes. 


Many important results have al- 


ready been accomplished by united 
work. 
Among these may be cited 


lower express rates, a new custom 
house, \ consolidation 
of 
the 
state 


board of education, a reduction' of 
$150,000 on a public service contract, 
and the establishment of a transporta- 
tion board. 


There is also in progress a new city 


charter, legislative action for a more 
equitable tax system, a campaign for 
the more, general use of wage earners' 
insurance law, and a study of the fuel 
problem which will probably result 
in 
a .cut on the 'yearly coal 'bill of 


New England of over $1,000,000. 


Many plans for the good of Boston 


and New England have been under- 
taken by the new body, and by or- 
ganization and efficiency it has great- 
ly increased industrial and public en- 
terprise. 
A recent example of this

tion of the Boston- Railroad Holding 
company by three Massachusetts citi- 
zens, Walter C. Bayles of Boston, 
Robert M. Burnett of Southboro and 
Frederic C.Duraine of Concord,, a 
financier, a business man and a cot- 
ton mill treasurer, respectively. 


The bill gives the New Haven com- 


pany practical control of nearly three- 
quarters of the railroad mileage . in 
New England, but with Massachu- 
setts supervision over pa.rt of it. 


200-TON BOILER 
EXPLODES 


Kills Three Persons and Wrecks Por- 


tion of a Power Plant 


Denver, 'June 1C.—Three persons 


are known to be dead, one probably 
fatally injured, nine severely injured 
and three missing as the result of the 
explosion of a 200-ton boiler in the 
power plant of the Denver Gas and 
Electric company. 


So ter.-ific was the explosion that 


the heavy boiler -was thrown high into 
the air. It crashed through the roof 
of the plant and completely wrecked 
the generator and the roof and walls. 


The noise of the 
explosion was 


heard for miles and the houses in the 
immediate vicinity of the plant were 
shaken.

Some of It as Related on Witness 


Stand Cannot Be Printed With Pro- 
priety—Her Counsel Makes Novel 
Argument—Castle Gould Governed 
In Rather Erratic Fashion, Accord- 
ing to Former Employes 


New York, June 
16.—Torn 
with 


anger and extreme humiliation, al- 
ternately flushing with shame, sob- 
bing, or clenching her hands in ex- 
asperation, Katherine C. Gould sat 
through a trying ordeal in the supreme 
court Tuesday at the continuation of 
her suit for a separation from Howard 
Gould. 


It was a day of testimony for the 


defense, during which Gould's at- 
torney sought to bring out through 
witnesses who had been associated 
with Mrs. Gould that her habits were 
such that her husband was justified 
In leaving her. 


Mrs. Gould having previously told 


what is required of a woman of fash- 
ion in the matter of dress, witnesses 
for the defense recited what they al- 
leged were the Indulgences of the 
same woman of fashion in the matter 
of alcoholic stimulants, and of cer- 
tain remarks and conversations not 
exactly in in keeping with $500 gowns 
and the palatial Castle Gould on Long 
Island. 
Some of the alleged violent 


and profane language as related was 
too strong to be printed with pro- 
priety. 
. Specific statements that Mrs. Gould 
had been intoxicated on various occa- 
sions, that she .called Howard Gould 
"you little hound" one night, that 
once she was apparently so under the 
influence 
of liquor as to stagger 


against the bannister at Castle Gould, 
that her maid brought liquors to her 
room. Including sometimes two cock- 
tains before breakfast, were broughi 
out as employes of the Gould estate 
related on the stand their experiences 
with their former mistress. 


Clarence J. Shearn, who had ob- 


jected "strenuously'at first to the trend 
of the testimony but was overruled, 
injected into the case the rather novel 
argument that, admitting even thai 
his client had been intoxicated, this 
should have strengthened- rather than 
'have: weakened the ties between wife 
and husband. 


• "It has been held," he said, "thai 
if a husband drank 
he needed 
the 


l-ove and company of his wife more 
than if he werfe sober. 
Is not this 


equally true In the case of the wife?" 


As opposing this 
view, , Delancy 


•Nicoll, for the defense, argued thai 
Mrs. 
Gould's alleged excesses • had 


rendered her unfit for her household 
duties and that this certainly justi- 
fied her husband's actions and atti- 
tude- 


Whether or not fit for managing s 


household, it was a rather erratk 
administration that Mrs. Gould con- 
ducted at Castle Gould, according tc 
most 
of 
the 
testimony. 
Verbal 


clashes with the manager of the great 
estate, heated arguments at the hen- 
coop with .carpenters, one of whom 
testified 
that 
she 
"couldn't 
walfc 


straight" at the time; a period when 
she remained in her room 
for 
two 


weeks, consuming during that time 
seven bottles of brandy with othei 
liquors—these Incidents and others 
were sworn to on the stand. 


Also, there was an account by a 


former steward of an exciting night 
when, he testified, she wanted the 
house 
locked, 
although 
Howard 


Gould was on the front lawn. 
This, 


said the steward, did not seem to ap- 
peal to Mrs. Gould as an argument 
against closing the front door, and 
she told him to go ahead and lock up. 
To appease her, he testified, he shut 
the door but did not locV; it. 


This was the night that Mrs. G-ouio 


is said to have called her husband 
"liltle hound," a term which she ap- 
plied to him. as testified, after he had 
come to her room to see what the 
matter wa=. confusion having been 
spread through the great castle by 
the ringing of bells in Mrs. Gould's 
room and the burglar alarm system.

The action grew out of the arrest 


of Danker Frank Jenkins of Brooklyn 
on a charge of forgery. A bench war- 
rant was issued apaiust Jenkins, but 
before it was executed he was pro- 
duced by his counsel before County 
Judge FawccM. and released on ball. 
As Jenkins was leaving the court- 
house he was taken into custody by 
two detectives, 
and 
under 
protest 


taken to police headquarters. 


After being arrested Jenkins' coun- 


sel secured a writ of habeas corpus 
from Supreme Court Justice Burr, 
commanding the 
production of the 


prisoner before him at once. 
This 


writ was served upon Kuhne, but was 
disregarded, and Jenkins was forced 
to give his pedigree and later 
was 


photographed. 


While Jenkins was 
being 
photo- 


graphed Kuhne consulted with an as- 
sistant district attorney by telephone 
and was advised to bring Jenkins be- 
rore Burr at once. 


Kuhne's contention was that he had 


Jenkins in custody lawfully and did 
not produce him before the court be- 
cause he thought the writ was a forg- 
ery- 
He, however, admitted that hu 


knew the object of the writ was to 
prevent the photographing and meas- 
uring of Jenkins.

A college course which trains a man merely to a certain voca- 


tion in life is likely to bring early and cheap success at the cost of his 
later and-larger service to mankind. The college must never forget 
the unplumbed deeps of personality out of which some careers to- 
day undreamed of will surely issue. 


We see some social reformers who despair of the modern city. 


They seem to think it a cancer on the body politic. They have made 
a hasty trip through the slums of some metropolis; ibey have seen 
the Chinese quarter of San Francisco, the Ghetto of Rome, the East 
End of London, the water front of New York, and then they pro- 
nounce on the future of the city. Looking at the surface of the 
city, we see only its smoke and squalor; looking deeper into it, we see 
its upright citizens, its quiet churches and eager schools, its minis- 
tering hospitals and libraries and the noble women who make men's 
lives worth while. '.

Others seem to despair of the family, and tell ua that the tradi- 


tional home can no longer satisfy the emancipated spirits of modern 
men and women. Unquestionably the home is subjected in our time 
to a greater strain than it has ever known before. All around us 
are broken households, pitiful experiments in supposed felicity., But 
when we look deep into these experiments we see that those who 
established the home had no conception of its meaning or object. 


The college is the latest of modern institutions - to receive the 


mordant criticism of those who despair of the republic. Men are tell- 
ing us that the old college spirit is gone—that the intellectual life is 
in disrepute, that manners have decayed and vices flourish among 
the "young barbarians" of today. It must be' granted at once that 
the college of fifty years ago no longer exists. A wider freedom of 
studies, of conduct, of residence, of ideals now everywhere prevails. 
But I say deliberately that there is far more intellectual life in the 
American college today than in the last generation.

T\o bridal veil was ever so Qltny a? a 


comet's tail. Hundreds of cubic miles 
of that wonderful appendage are out- 
weighed by a Jarful of air. 


By means of the spectroscope v,-e 


L-ave magically transported this fain- 
plume to our laboratories and have 
discovered that It Is akin to the blue 
flame of our gas stoves; for the gas 
by which we cook and the delicate 
tresses of a comet both consist of com- 
binations of hydrogen nud carbon, ap- 
propriately called by chemists "hydro- 
carbons." 


• When it first appears in the heavens, 
far removed from tbe sun, a comet is 
a tailless blotch of light.

I As a comet swims on toward 
the 


BUD the hydrocarbons of the tail split 
np "under the increasing bent into hy- 
drogen gas and hydrocarbons of n 
higher boiling point. 
With a still 


closer approach to the sun, these more 
resistant hydrocarbons eventually yield 
to the increasing heat and are decom- 
posed In the form of soot

Interplanetary space Is airless; hence 


the soot cannot burn. It must pursue 
the comet in the form of a 'dnst'.tfciin.

What the Man of Science Has to Say 


About Its Wonders. 


The jolly .Tovians ure said to be real- 
ties and not myths. 
Xot ,onJy . are 


;here said to be inhabitants on Jupiter, 
)ut also on some o£ bis moons, in. the 
•nldst of which the vast planet, 1,300 
times the size oC the earth, spins at 
such tremendous speed that it causes 
around the equator a furious wind that 
blows perpetually at the rate of 250 
miles an hour. Those who believe in 
the Jovian say that bis height run;; 
rom fifty to fifry-Cve feet and that 
he exists for about 800 to 1,000 of 
larth years. 
The Jupiter year, how- 


ever, consists of 14-1 months. 
The 


oceans of Jupiter, torn into fury by .the 
nurricaues, would pay no attention to 
ne moon such as moves the; tides of 
jur earth, and it takes no fewer Uian 
five of these r-atollilcs to perform this 
work for Jupiter. They travel at va- 
rious rates of speed, some flying close 
to Jupiter's 
surface, 
others far off. 


They have atmospheres like ours on 
parth. nnd a moonlight ou Jupiter is 
indeed a 
glorious sight, for these 


moons have a variety of color; two are 
blue, one is yellow, and one red. Jupi- 
ter needs all her moons at night for 
illumination, for without them her five 
hours of darkness would be black in- 
deed. So distant is the sun that broad 
daylight is hardly brighter than twi 
light on earth, nnd one lone moon 
would not reflect enough of the sun's 
rnys to guide the Jovian footsteps.

On no point Is the average smoker BO 


511 Informed as that of Judging a cigar. 
Nine times out of ten, upon belug 
handed a cigar, he will hold It to his 
nose, unlighted, sniff at the wrapper 
with a critical air and deliver his ver- 
ilict In a self satisfied mauner. This 
characteristic maneuver Is always a 
source of amusement to any tobacco 
man who happens to ohserve It. There 
Is only one way to ascertain the qual- 
ity of a cigar, and that Is to smoke IL 
No expert will pass Judgment on a 
cigar until he has lighted It and 
smoked it well down toward the mid- 
dle. 
The flrst and most important 


point upon which he bnses his opinion 
Is the "burn." Tobacco may have ev- 
ery other virtue, but if It does not hold 
the fire and burn evenly it is poor to- 
bacco. 
Next In order of Importance 


comes the nroma—the smoke must 
have n pleasing "smell;" nest comes 
the flavor—the smoke must be smooth 
and not "scratchy" or bitter. 
Then 


there is the color—rich brown, indicat- 
ing a ripe leaf, -well cured—and last is 
workmanship—good if tho wrapper Is 
put on smoothly and the "bunch" Is 
made so that the cigar'"draws" freely 
nnd is neither too hard nor too snongy, 
bad if the reverse.—Bohemian Maga- 
zine.

No Drums In the Middle Ages,

The art of spelling words correctly 


Is of comparatively recent repute. 
Time -was when men and women did 
not care, but wrote ahead without re- 
gard to strict orthography. 
Mme. de 


Sevigne, for instance, never learned 
the proper way to. write her name, 
while it was remarked by' Mrne. de 
Maintenon that at the College of EL 
Cyr much precious time was wasted 
In learning how to spell. 


It remained, however, for tho Em- 


press Eugenie in 1868 at Complegne to 
put to a practical tesf the spelling 
standard which obtained even among 
the highest lilertry authorities. 'Thus 
under the pretext of a theme proposed 
to them for an examination a number 
of French academicians took down 
from dictation a composition by Pros- 
per Merlrnee. 
Not one "Immortal" 


wrote without mistake. 


As to the empress, she could not un- 


derstand so many faults being', made 
until it was conveyed to lier that she 
herself from the same dictation wns 
responsible for no less than ninety. 
The emperor, again, made sixty. .U Is 
but fair to ::dd, however, that the dic- 
tation was compiled expressly with a 
view to focusing the difficulties not 
only of spelling, but gr.4mmar.—Har- 
per's Weekly.
